Mr. Hoc bins voluntarily left Troop 255 as a result of mis conduct!** 
ivery effort has been msde to keep the details of this Incident 
confidential. Only persons directly involved are aware of "tie 
incident. We request that you also keen all details of thi=>~~ 
incident confidential. 

Mr. Robbins has been an Assistant Scoutmaster in Troop 255 
for tee past several years. He had becone deeply involved" in'"" 
the Troop program and was considered to be a very responsible and 
mature individual for his age. Scouts in the Troop were*~verv fond 
of him and he was interested in their personal deveiocnent and* 
friendship. The Troop Committee had such a high decree of rescect 
for Mr. Roc bins that they cade bin resoonsible for sucervtsi-ja:* the 
Troop stay at Can? Rodney last simer. 

We learned in late September of this year that Mr. Robbins 
had become sexually involved with two young boys in Trcoc 255." 
Mr. Robbins approached the boys and engaged in physical stimulation 
of their sexual organs. Eventually he requested return stimulation 
oy the boys, but they did not respond. The incidents occurred over 
a period of approximately one year at several locations. Most 
incidents occurred in Mr. Robcin's home while boys were visiting 
hi^, but he engaged in sexual activity once at summer camp and 
also in the rear seat of an automobile enroute to a Scouting function. 

Parents of the Scouts, the Scoutmaster and the senior minister 
of the Newark United Methodist Church met to discuss the situation 
and decide on a course of action. The decision was made to meet 
with Mr. Robbins and discuss his misconduct. When confronted with 
details of his conduct, Mr. Robbins admitted that he had a cersonal 
problem which had started during his high school days. Re had 
been receiving professional help in the past, but had not established 
a relationship with a therapist in the Newark area. Mr. Robbins 
was asked to voluntarily leave the Troop and to not associate with 
boys in the Troop. He was al3o informed that an official letter of 
misconduct would be sent to the Delmarva Council, and that Scouting 
policy would prohibit him from participating in the Hoy Scouts program 
in the future. Mr. Robbins expressed regret that he would not be ~ 
able to participate in Boy Scouting in the future when his oroblem 
has been resolved. Mr. Robbins was offered assistance to help 
him resolve his personal problem.
